mile-a-minute highway gun battle with 
officers spurred to action by a daring | 
raid on a drug store at a busy down- | 
town Memphis corner. The holdup 
netted approximately $50. | 
The car occupied by the juvenile | 
quartet—police records said it was_ 
stolen in Chicago—plowed through a_ 
steel highway barricade 11 miles north | 
of Brownsville, Tenn., with officers | 
in hot pursuit. 

Police bullets whistled over their | 
heads when the four children—police | 
said the oldest wasn’t more than 20— | 
emerged unhurt from the car, The’ 
girl, Priscilla Frost, of Beloit, Wis., | 
and a youth who said he was Dick 
Flannery, 16, of Chicago, were cap- | 
tured at the scene. 

Their companions, described by De- 
fective Sergeant W. T. Pilkinton as 
Jimmy Magid, 15, of Chicago, (other 
officers said Magid was 20) and 
‘(Chester Johnson, 16, another Chicago 
'vouth, took to the cane at the road- 
side, | 

An hour later, Magid was found | 
dead, a bullet in his left temple.

This apricot sauce was made to go 
with lamb.

Rub some of the apricots through 
the colander, reserve some halves for 
garnishing. To the puree add the 
sugar and cook slowly. Baste the 
roast lamb with the sauce. When 
ready to serve, garnish with the re- 
served apricot halves. 

Baked Lamb Ring. 

Ordinarily meat loaf is not un- 
usual, but here’s a meat loaf that 
isn’t a meat loaf. It’s a baked lamb 
ring, and a delicious way for making 
use of the less-demanded lamb cuts. 

Two pounds ground uncooked lamb, 
1 cup milk or stock, egg, 1 cup 
eracker crumbs, 2 tablespoons minced 
onion, 1 green pepper, mincéd; 1 J 2 
teaspons salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 2 
tablespoons chopped parsley. 

Combine all the ingredients thor- 
oughly and pack into a greased ring 
mold. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) for one hour. Turn 


out onto a chop plate and fill center 


with buttered carrots and peas. Gar- 
nish with tomatoes.

In preparing the leg

Sprinkle the roast with salt and 
pepper, and place skin side down and 
cut side up, on a rack in an open 
roasting pan.

Dr. Herty at Pensacola Ses-| 


sion Urges Capital to 


Develop Plants 


PENSACOLA, Fla., Oct. 22.—(#)— 
Agriculturists of gulf coast states were 
urged here to co-operate in planting 
and properly caring for additional 
acres of tung trees and groves of pine 
trees in a resolution adopted by the 
Gulf Coast Chemurgie conference and 
the Tung Oil Association of America. 

The resolution directed attention to 
the old one-type system of farming in 
the south and declared it to be “a 
slow, ruinous method of despoiling 
land.” 

The farmers were urged to go hand- 
in-hand with the developments science 
has made possible and produce the raw 
materials in order that conversion 
plants, paper mill and oil extraction 
plants “may operate in perpetuity.” 

Dr. Charles Herty, director of the 
pulp and paper laboratory at Savan- 
nah, speaking before the conference 


to make capital available for the build- 
ing of newsprint paper mills. 

“We have everything but capital,” 
he declared, adding that research ex- 
periments had shown clearly that news- 
print of a superior quality can be 
produced cheaper in the south than 
anywhere, 

“Prices of newsprint,” he asserted, 
“are going higher every year and the 
newspaper publishers can’t help them- 
selves, 1“ 

“Their only hope is to turn to the 
south, where we have unlimited re- 
sources in quick-growing pine for the 
production of quality paper.”

FORMER JUDGE ENTERS 
FEDERAL PRISUN HERE 


Roscoe Luke Begins Service 
‘of 2-Year Sentence on 


Mail Fraud. 


Roscoe Luke, former judge of the 
Thomasville city court, entered the 
federal penitentiary here late yester- 
day, Warden A. C. Aderhold said, to 
begin serving a two-year sentence for 
using the mails to defraud. 

Luke was surrendered to federal 
authorities at Macon earlier in the 
day and was orought to Atlanta by 
Deputy United States Marshal Por- 
ter Doyle. 

Convicted in September, 1935, on 
10 of 18 counts of using the mail to 
defraud in connection with operations 
of the Citizens Building & Loan Com- 
pany at Thomasville, Luke conducted 
an extended court battle in an effort 
to have his sentence set aside. 

The circuit court of appeals at New 
Orleans uphelt Judge Bascom S. Dea- 
vers decision, and: denied the defend- 
ant a new trial. A motion for a re- 
hearing by the circuit court of ap- 
peals alsu was denied. 

In a final move, Luke asked the 
United States supreme court to con- 
sider wie case. His petition for a 
writ of certiorari was denied by the 
high court 

Luke was formally disbarred from 
practice of law in state courts this 
week and had previously been barred 
from federal courts. 

The forme: jurist, who had seen 
service with the Georgia court of ap- 
peals in addition to his post at Thom- 
asville, was acquitted on the charge 
of slaying his business partner, Oscar 
Groover, of Thomasville, whose death 
occurred after Luke‘had been indicted 
for using the mails to defraud.

THE CAMPAIGN SINEWS 

The average Georgia voter may 
think that he has discharged his full 
duty and shown his appreciation for 
the recovery policies of the Roose- 
velt administration by simply cast- 
ing his ballot for the re-election of 
the President; but if that is the 
measure of his gratitude toward the 
party and program that have rescued 
the nation from the rocks of eco- 
nomic disaster and placed it upon 
the highway to stable and sound 
recovery, he falls short of the pa-

Had a cushaw custard at your 
house this fall? Man, man! There 
are three great sources of custard just 
at this season of the year—yams, 
pumpkins and cushaws. I think I 
would have to say that the greatest 
of these is yams, but at the same time 
I am just now disposed to put in a 
strong word for the cushaws. I have 
been present where a cushaw had been 
done into a custard with ve:~ poor 
results, but if it is done right, as 
some I have lately been sharing, I tell 
you it is first-class eating. The true 
cushaw flavor is right in there be- 
tween the yam and the pumpkin. If 
you want to get the right results for 
custards or pies, bake ‘se cushaw 
first and let it stand for awhile, then 
add the ingredients for the pie and 
let them come along to the table 
slightly warm with plenty of butter- 
milk.

One fine thing about cushaws is the 
ease with which they may be crc wn. 
They are less susceptible to insects 
than pumpkins, at least I have found 
it so.

The finest one I have seen this season 
was grown by my good friend, A. W. 
Long, ‘down on the bank of the creek 
that runs through the -back of his 
place on Emory road.

Every school child and adult not 
under medical care should have a 
suitable iodin ration, in my opinion. 
This is particularly important where 
chronie arthritis exists, for the oxida- 
tion process (metabolism) is nearly al- 
ways slow in arthritis. 

Many pbhysieians prescribe small 
doses of thyroid hormone for the pur- 
pose of improving the poor metabolism 
in chronic arthritis. Small doses over 
'a long period of time seem to be more 
beneficial than larger doses for a short 
course. 

As already pointed out, it has been 
found that diathermy in carefully 
controlled doses exerts a corrective in- 
fluence upon the thyroid function in 
eases of hypothyroidism, and the ju- 
dicious application of diathermy to 
the gland is a valuable aid in the 
treatment of chronic arthritis. (Dia- 
thermy to the pancreas prolongs the 
effect of insulin; and probably has 
a smiliar effect on the internal secre- 
tions of other ductless glands. Pa- 
tients should be aware of unqualified 
healers who attempt to give such 
treatment, for a little too much may 
do great harm by producing acute 
hyperthyroidism ). 
| In certain cases chronic arthritis 
| is complicated by pituitary gland dys- 
function or by ovarian dysfunction 
and the endocrine disturbance must be 
properly treated before any ameliora- 
tion in the arthritis can be expected. 

Hypodermic injections of parathy- 
roid extract daily have been compared 
in effect with daily injections of in- 
sulin in diabetes. The effects of a 
dose appear in from 20 to 30 minutes, 
greater flexibility of affected joints, 
increased facility of movement and a 
| feeling of well being, and lasts for 
' about 12 hours. 
| The increased activity of the pa- 
‘tient under the effects of a dose of 
| parathyroid extract in itself is bene- 
| ficial, stimulating general metabolism 
'and improving circulation and the nu- 
trition of the affected tissues. This 
treatment ig most valuable in long 
standing cases in which patients are 
confined to bed or wheel chair and 
almost helpless. The cumulative ef- 
fects of parathyroid treatment are 
continued use of the joints made more 
flexible, permanent relief of stiffness, 
greater ease of movement. 

Parathyroid injections may be used 
along with any other treatment and in 
medical hands are perfectly safe.

Berry Accuses Landon of 
Disregarding Community 
of Interests. 


ee 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—(UP)—Ma- 
jor George L. Berry, president of La- 
bor’s Non-Partisan League, in an ad- 


dress here tonight charged Governor 
Alf M. Landon with forgetting “there 
is a community of interest between 
agriculture and industry.” 

Asserting that Landon has shown 
complete disregard for the economic 
truth that a balance of purchasing 
power must be maintained between 
farmers and industrial employes “if 
there is to be any stability and per- 
manency to our prosperity,” Berry 
said New York city’s econamic recov- 
ery had been brought about only be- 
cause farm prosperity had been re- 
stored. 

He pointed out that in 1932 farm 
prices were so depressed that huge 
tracts of ripe crops were allowed to 
rot in the field, while at the same 
time millions of city dwellers were s0 
poverty-stricken they could not. buy 
food even at the unprecedented low 
prices. 

Change Under Roosevelt. 

“Fortunately for the nation,” 
said, “a change has taken place. The 
present administration under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt went straight to the 
heart of the farm problem at once and 
at the same time it went to the heart 
of the city problem. ... 

“While farmers were receiving bene- 
fit payments of $1,276,395,804, 
through AAA—part of the price farm- 
ers should have received for their 
products in a normal market—labor 
under NRA in the cities was being re- 
‘employed at a rapid rate’ through 
shorter work hours, and wages were 
being raised all around, resulting in 
an increased purchasing power for 
farmers and city dwellers alike, si- 
multaneously.”’ 

Berry asserted farm income had in- 
creased more than 80 per cent since

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Wednesday.—Just before we got off the 
train in Providence at 8:30 this morning, my daughter-in-law, Betsy, 
knocked at my door to tell me facetiously that she was going up to join 
her husband at the hotel, and take a bath. The joke was that I am 
always the one’ who leaves the train to take baths, and Betsy thought 
she had one on meé for not thinking of it hére. 

When Mrs. Scheider and } went into the station restaurant to have 
our breakfast, the head waitress came over to point out the table where 
Louis Howe always sat. 

“If Pd known in time,” she said, “I’d have put you at that table.”

Beaten Neyland’s Teams 
in Knoxville. !

Duke's Blue Devils and North Caro- 
lina’'s Tarheels invade the Southeast- 
ern conference Saturday to risk un- 
blemished records in a pair of footba! 
battles overshadowing from a general 
viewpoint the family bickering. 

Three intra-conference quarrels are 
down for settlement, headed by the 
Georgia Tech-Vanderbilt combat at 
Nashville, but Duke and Tennessee 
lock horns at Knoxville and North 
Carolina and Tulane come to grips at 
New Orleans in the featured attrac- 
tions. 

Rated by sports writers as the sec- 
ond strongest eleven in the nation, 
the unbeaten and untied Blue Devils 
of Duke face in Tennessee probably 
the toughest hurdle remaining in the 
path of a perfect campaign. 

NEVER HAS WON. 
The records reveal that Duke never | 


has conquered Tennessee on the Jat- | 
ter's battleground. Their rivalry since | 
1931 ranks with the greatest. Ten- 
nessee’s Volunteers hold a 3-to-2 edge. 
but it was Duke that beat them in 
1933 by 10-2 to check a three-year 
Winning streak. 

In their first meeting in 1931. Ten- 
nessee triumphed 25-2 and followed 
the next year with a 16-13 victory on 
a field goal after Duke had tied the 
count at 13-13 with two minutes re- 
maining. The Volunteers passed to a 
pair of touchdowns in the third pe- 
riod to win 14-6 in 1934. Duke tri- 
umphed 19-16 last season. 

As in the case of Duke, North Caro- 
lina’s clean record to date is in dan- 
ger when the Tarheels tackle Tulane, 
classed as the biggest surprise pack- 
age in the 1936 Southeastern cam- 
paign, The Green Wave of New Or- 
leans, after upsetting Mississippi 7-6, 
battled Auburn to a scoreless decision 
and followed up with a_ spectacular 
28-6 conquest of Colgate, a team beat- 
en only 6-0 by Duke. 

TECH-VANDY. 

From the Southeastern’s champion- 
ship standpoint, the clash of Georgia 
Tech's: “razzle-dazzle”’ artists and 
Vanderbilt’s “aerial circus” provides 
the major act of the day’s program. 
Ray Morrison’s Commodores, whipped 
in their last two starts by Southwest- 
ern and Southern Methodist, face a 
big assignment for the start of their 
conference campaign. 

Georgia Tech, triumphant over Se- 
wanee and Kentucky in Southeastern 
frays and defeated only by Duke in 
outside competition, will seek to 
avenge a 14-13 licking last year. Too, 
Bill Alexander's Engineers will be at- 
tempting to break a string of seven 
consecutive losses to the Vanderbilts. 

Other intrafamily quarrels send 
Georgia against Auburn at Columbus, 
Ga., in the renewal of one of the 
south’s oldest rivalries. Florida in- 
vades Lexington to battle Kentucky's 
Wildcats, conquered only by Georgia 
Tech.

President Says Recent Events 
Have Borne Out Responsi- 
bility of Science. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
President Roosevelt

colleges to consider whether present 
engineering courses are eufficiently 
balanced” to equip future generations 
of engineers to meet the “social re 
Sponsibility” of their profession. 


In a letter to the educators. made 
Public at the White House today, he 
said the design and construction of 
specific works and instruments of pro- 
duction represent only one part of the 
Tesponsibility of engineering. 

“Tt must also,” he added, “consider 
Social processes and problems, and 
modes of more perfect adjustment to 
environment, and must co-operate in 
designing accommodating mechanisms 
to absorb the shocks of the impact of 
science (upon human life). 

“This raises the question whether 
the curricula of engineering schools 
are so balanced as to give coming gen- 
erations of engineers the vision and 
flexible technical capacity necessary to 
meet the full range of engineering re- 
sponsibility. 

“I am calling this matter to the at- 
tention of educators of high admini- 
etrative authority in the hope that it 
may he thoroughly explored in faculty 
discussions and in meetings of engi- 
neering, educational and other perti- 
nent professional associations.”

PUBLIC HEALTH BODY 


INCREASE TO 2,452 


Despondent Sweethearts 
Leap to Death in Seeth- 


ing Lava Mass. 


TOKYO, Oct. 22.—()— Despondent 
Japanese lovers—2,452 in the last four 
years—leaped to death in seething 
voleanic lava, an official survey show- 
ed today. 

In 517 cases, the suicides were 
double—the lover and his beloved 
plunging into the bubbling mass hand 
in hand. 

An alarming increase in youthful 
self-inflicted death was cited by the 
suicide statistics with 7,598 fatalities 
in Tokyo alone. Of the total, 2,416 
were young men and women between 
the ages of 16 and 20. 

Out of 15,633 other suicides, 63 per 
cent were men. Their motives were 
shown as escape from pain and unre- 
quited or lost love. 

While there has been considerable 
change in the Japanese idea of love, 
many still consider “Shinju’’—lovers’ 
suicide—to he the purest and highest

Most of these suicides occur on the 
island of Oshima, only 60 nautical 
miles from Tokyo, just an overnight 
trip by small steamship. This is ideal

Miharayama (Mount Mihara), the 
ever-rising smoke of which may be 
seen for many miles at sea, stands 
high on this island of poetry and love. 

The “sacred fire’ of the mountain 
has been burning since time imme- 
morial and, moreover, the name “Oshi- 
ma” has a special appeal for every 
Japanese hecause of its Camellia blos- 
soms. helles, and centuries-old ro- 
mantic legends.

MOSCOW, Oct. 22.—(/)—Russia’s 


Communist party wants quality not 


attract new members are out. 
In a stiff decree, the central com- 
mittee today warned party chairmen 


to holt mass recruiting appeals, mass 
meetings and noisy publicity designed 
to influence enlistments. 

The dictum brought the new mem- 
bership drive to a virtual halt less 
than three weeks after the party open- 
ed -its ranks to candidates after the 


rolls had been closed for more than 
three years. 

The decree listed many abuses and 
declared they resulted from a misun- 


derstanding on the part of underlings 
who failed to understand the party's 
qualifications. 

Naming specific cases of acceptance 
of new members en masse, the decree 
said such a procedure was intolerable 
and described them responsible as 


either “fools or criminals.” 

“Such tactics only result in hostile 
elements slipping into the party, caus- 
ing subsequent mass expulsions and 
great harm,” the decree said. 

The Communist party ranks-recently 
have been reduced by the third of a 
series of “purgings” and “repurgings”’ 
in the past three years.
